It is an ungracious task to have to remind

are locally dealt in, and to a very considerable 
extent locally .owned.. Not that Hongkong is 
singular ia this respect sand, if it fs any con« 


solation to know, it is only suffering in com- | 


mon with almost ‘every. financial centre in 
the world. “Ii 1s only W weelg or two age that "a 
remark waa made at the annual meetlog of one 
of the Eastern banks that this year would prove 
more disastrous: to the East than any which 
has happered since the too memorable crash of 
"866, The warning rote bas been sounded, and 
there isnodoubtthat all prudent men have drawn. 
in, and arc keeping their commitments at the 
Jowest scale’ possible. There seems to bea 
lon here, to think, and hope, that the 
general legitimate trade of the country is better, 
though this ametiorstion has not extended as yet 
to matters financial, The cnormous depreciation 
which bas occurred in Hongkong really only 
sifiects what has taken pince here, and the 
spresent condition is seen.in the low Bank 
rate and the large balances held unemployed 
by most cf banks, This betokens a complete 
lack of speculation, and shows that those who 
have money | are simply sitting ight ‘on: it 
and refuse to cireulite it. contenting 
themselves. with nossibly 1 per ceat. in many 
cases, and awaiting, lke Mr. Micawher,. for 
someihingto turn up, The compaay-promoter 
has ccased to draws and, “charm he never so 
wisely,” they will hive ‘none of him. The 
exceptional means which were taken to ward off 
tho Baring crisis had the effect of making the 
drop in prices gradual, but the samecauses have 
tended to delay the retorn of the tide, 
The by-no-means singular depreciation which 
has occurred at Hongkong is strongly brought 
to our notice by the circular of Messrs, Co*en 
and Georg, brokers, of Hongkong. dated Mirch 
igth Jast, which shows a considcrabic depres 
elton on nearly ‘all socks, the aggregate de- 
eréate, being $18,268,000 in sourd figares, as 
against quotations on the same day in 891, The 
who'e of thisdepraciation does not fall on China 
and Jap nalone, for some considerable quantities 
of the shares ate beld here, and on these the 
fall 1s $5,195 000, . leaving a net sum. of 
$13073000 a8 the portion of depreciation of 
shares dealt in in Hungkong, though of conrse the 
c.ast ports of China, J.pap, and the Straits have 
holdings tn the securfifcs., We find. on the lst 
some Bitty five companies, and of these balf, or: 
twenty-eight, paid nb dividend for s¥91, whilst 
one {s bow in course ofliquidition, The survey
